T is reported that business in the steel trade is not very 
I heavy at the present time. This indicates the great 
extent to which the iron and steel trades look to the auto- 
motive industry for business and the great effect the build- 
ing of motor cars has when it comes to metal trades. 

Reports from steel mills indicate that the large con- 
sumption by the automotive trade has dwindled at this season 
of the year and that producers of steel are dependent on 
day to day orders to maintain operations to any great extent. 

It is not believed the automotive industry has reached 
any decision as to its needs either this month or next and 
that manufacturers are ciosely watching retail deliveries 
before placing any large orders for iron or steel. 

However, we might say that the net profits of the steel 
producers in the first nine months of the year were excellent 
toe reflect the great amount of business given the steel 
industry by the automotive trade during those months. 


Before long, automobile production will again be on 
the upgrade. Reports from several of the large consum- 
ing centers late last week was to the effect that retail 
sales are picking up and this is expected to continue, al- 
though it will be gradual. 

People have the money to buy motor cars, but this fall

sales fell off somewhat. This has been the condition during 
the fall months for many years.

wastrel who has just inherited a million or so dollars and 
proceeds to paint the town red may be enjoying his new- 
fledged prosperity, but he is scarcely putting it to construc- 
tive uses. A nation which is enjoying a sudden wave of 
prosperity and spends all of it wildly without thought for 
the morrow, would be quite comparable to the wastrel who 
scatters his inherited gold in riotous living. 

At the present time the United States is enjoying a 
period of unexampled prosperity. Reviving from the indus- 
trial prostration that followed the ending of the war, we 
have gone steadily ahead to greater and still greater com- 
mercial affluence. Money has been plentiful and we have 
spent freely in getting for ourselves a generous share of the 
necessities and the luxuries that go to make life pleasanter 
and richer. Obviously the question arises, Have we spent 
too freely of what our prosperity has brought us? Have we 
spent without thought of the saving and the increasing of 
efficiency that prudent enjoyment of prosperity should carry 
with it? 

Happily we are able to refute any accusation of thought- | 
less spending by actual figures. Just the other day George 
T. Wight, president of the Association of Insurance Pres- 
idents, announced that residents of the United States now; 
carry policies of insurance for a total of $100,000,000,000. ' 
These policies are distributed among more than 65,000,000 | 
persons, more than half the present population of the coun- | 
try. Certainly this does not suggest thoughtlessness. | 

Another vital indication of the frame of mind in which 
America is accepting its present good times is to be found 
in the growth of savings bank deposits. In 1918, when a yer 4 
part of our population was in possession of considerable | 
money, had bought Liberty Bonds and otherwise had a sup-| 
ply of floating cash in hand larger than it had been accus- 
tomed to, the total deposits in savings banks amounted to 


about $5,500,000,000. Today savings bank deposits are 
not far from the $11,000,000,000 mark, which is nearly 


double that of the inflated post-war period. 

Anothr investment which the American people are 
making for future efficiency, is in transportation. During 
the years from 1923 through 1928 Americans bought and 
placed in operation 25,000,000 motor vehicles, at a cost of 
nearly $18,000,000,000. Add the cost of maintenance of 
these vehicles, the chances are that we have paid out 
nearly $30,000,000,000 for transportation efficiency. 

In the prudent use of prosperity, there is the only assur- 
ance of continuance of the good times. By their use of pros- 
perity, their saving and their looking ahead, the American 
people have proved worthy of their good fortune and by the 
same token have laid a foundation upon which the con- 
tinuance of prosperity rests.

Fair Play for Trucks 
“While the passenger car owner 
has some problems, tne force of his

attention because the shippers are 
less numerous than the. general 
public and because there are various 
theorists who would like to tax the 
truck and bus out of existence 
“Such theory has even gone so 
far that a certain economist has 
asserted that the taxation on the 
public motor vehicle ought to be 
equivalent to the tax on railroads 
plus the cost of maintenance of the 
rail line roadbed.
